TRANSPORTATION TO FETE 


H. W. Saunders, chairman of the 
transportation division of the Ala- 
meda-Contra Costa Counties Bay 
Bridge Celebration Committee, has 
made arrangements whereby spec- 
tators can be brought to the scene 
of the ceremonies by the use of the 
facilities of the Key System which 
parallels the bridge highway. A 
10-cent fare for the round trip 
fram convenient points in Metro- 
politan Oakland has been estab- 
lished by the transportation com- 
pany. Tickets are now on sales in 
all Key System waiting rooms, 

Passengers, must state at the 
time tickets are purchased from 
which point they expect to take 
the special trains and what time 
they plan to leave.

Tt was a sweeping tide of votes on 
Tuesday that re-elected President 
Franklin D, Roosevelt and Vice-Presi- 
dent John N. Garner. Credited as an 
avalanch of approval of the adminis- 
tion’s policies, their plurality was 
nearing the 1o million mark as last re- 
turns straggled in. The victorious 
Democrats won 523 electorial votes, 
their Republican opponents 8. 


In Albany, the national story was 
reflected on a smaller scale. The city’s 
ballots revealed a large majority for the 
incumbent candidates and favored 
Congressman John Tolan over his Re- 
publican opponent, Charles Fisher.
